The present invention relates to reproducing internet website content as printed 
media. More specifically, the present invention enables a website to offer magazine-like 
printed versions or all of some of their website content. 

As described in the specification and recited in the claims, the present invention 
is directed to a method for providing printed pages of web hosted information in response 
to an electronic request received over a communication network. In particular, a user 
submits a request for receiving a printed copy of web hosted information that is displayable 
as web pages. It should be noted that the request the user submits is not directed to 
specific contents displayed on a web page but to information that is displayable as web 
pages. 

The information that is displayable as web pages comprises the content 
displayed as web pages on the website. Neither the present specification nor the claims 
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are directed towards requesting a single item displayed on the web page as printed subject 
matter. 

Appellant notes that the claims recite submitting a request for receiving a printed 
copy of web hosted information that is displayable as web pages . In contrast, the Ximenes 
reference discloses a user visiting a website and ordering a copy of one or more of a 
plurality of items displayed on one or more of a plurality of web pages. In particular, 
Ximenes discloses a virtual art gallery which is a displayable reproduction of images in a 
library. See at least paragraph 36 and 40. The catalog or library contains images 
available for selection and reproduction. See paragraph 40. Thus, a user cannot order the 
information displayable as web pages but only a copy of an item displayed on a web page. 
We note that a user can select multiple images displayed on a web page, each of these 
items will be reproduced individually. 

Appellant notes that ordering a printed image from a catalog is not the same as 
ordering a copy of web hosted information that is displayable as a web page. Ximenes 
merely provides printing an image that is displayed on a web page. Thus, Ximenes fails to 
anticipate or render the pending claims obvious. 
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In view of the above, each of the presently pending claims in this application is 
believed to be in immediate condition for allowance. Appellant respectfully requests that 
the Board order the withdrawal of the pending rejections so that the pending claims can 
pass to issue.
